Eleven fatalities were reported in 
this southern Ililnois area and an­ 
other in eastern Missouri. More 
than 100 persons were hurt—at 
least 80 in 
Murphysboro a n d 
Mount Vernon, 111., alone—a n d 
scores of homes flattened. Unof­ 
ficial estimates placed 
property 
damage in the millions of dollars 
Although destruction was great­ 
est in Mount Vernon, which count­ 
ed 75 to 100 homes destroyed or 
badly damaged, the twisters cre­ 
ated the worst hum an misery in 
Murphysboro. 
Here nine persons died and at 
least 35 were hospitalized. Thirty 
homes were destroyed — 15 by 
f’res which followed the tornad- 
ic winds. 
In addition, nearly a score of 
other towns reported injuries or 
damage by the violent late aut­ 
umn weather. 
The W eather Bureau ranks Il­ 
linois as the country’s over - all 
leader in tornado deaths. 
In addition to the Murphysboro 
oead, there was one fatality near 
Du Quoin. 111., and one near F ar­ 
mington. Mo. Killed at a commu­ 
nity called Sunfield Y, a b o u t 
three miles north of Du Quoin, 
was Jam es Carter, about 70. A 
7-month-old boy. Robert Shannon, 
was fatally injured in a twister 
which struck a rural area near 
Farmington. 
Four of the Murphysboro fatal­ 
ities occurred in one family. Mrs. 
M artha Butcher and three of her 
children were hurled from their 
home and tossed into a nearoy 
field. All were killed.

Among the innumerable housekeeping details incidental 


to the reconvening of Congress on January 7th, none will he 
more aromatically traditional than the filling of the Senate 
snuffboxes, Senate snuff is strictly bipartisan, since there 
are two identical boxes, one on the Republican side, the other 
on the Democratic. One authority says they are “ Chinese en­ 
ameled boxes" another describes them as “ black lacquer with 
Japanese figures.” Rut by now they are as American as clam 
chowder.

to admit that he ever uses the taxpayers* snuff

Later the Supreme Court of New' 
Hampshire adjudged him to be in 
contempt. 


The United States Supreme Co­ 
urt has now reversed the decision 
of the New Hampshire

Court. Chief Justice Warren com­ 
menting that “ to impose any stra- 
ightjacket 
upon 
the 
intellectual 
leaders in our colleges and univer­ 
sities would imperil the future of 
our nation.”

Reading about Proxmire's pro­ 
posal, Walker wrote the senator, 
urging that Plainfield be named 
the place of issue when and if the 
stamp is issued.

The article continued “ Those of 
us who have socialism in our bones 
must necessarily judge the viole­ 
nce of Hie socialist countries diff­ 
erently,” Tile author rcfericd 
to 
“ the majestic successes” of com­ 
munism and declared 
that 
“ we 
can say that violence is being used 
to protect regimes which are doing 
their utmost to create a society 
which will be able to dispense with 
violence. That makes ail the diff­ 
erence.” 
In 1954 Mr, Sweezv, a member 
of the faculty of Harvard Univer­ 
sity refused to answer certain que­ 
stions about his background add­ 
ressed to him by New Hampshire’s 
Attorney General, Louis C. Wyman 
and about lectures he had given at 
the University of New Hampshire. 
Later the Supreme Court of New* 
Hampshire adjudged him to be in 
contempt. 
The United States Supreme Co­ 
urt has now* reversed the decision 
of the New Hampshire 
Supreme 
Court, Chief Justice Warren com­ 
menting that “ to impose any stra­ 
ightjacket upon 
the 
intellectual 
leaders in our colleges and univer­ 
sities would imperil the future of 
our nation.” The Supreme Court 
furthermore declared that “ there 
is nothing in the record to justify 
the questions put to Sweezy.”
